jr. tiley read the advertisement from the talpole qimes. qhe mublic eearing was 
opened on aecember NPI OMNP and has been continued several times. 
 
jr. qom iiddyI iucas bnvironmental and jichael siano were present. jr. iiddy 
introduced jr. Arthur AllenI the outside consultant from bco-qech who was hired for the 
delineation of the korth pt. site

Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
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qwo supplements were given to the boardI the first one dated PLOSLN4 with wetland flag 
revisionsI and the second supplement dated 4LVLN4 with the most current revision and 
review. mlan entitled “korth ptreet cinal AkoAa” dated 4L8LN4 was presented to the 
board 
 
jr. Allen gave some background information on himself to the commission. ee stated 
the review commenced on jarch NNth and once again on jarch ORth. jr. Allen stated he 
completed a memo to the commission on PLOSLN4 with modifications and additions to the 
site. 
 
jr. Allen discussed the areas reviewed being mainly stony. ee stated the review focused 
on a multi parameter approach with an emphasis on hydric soils. jr. Allen discussed and 
presented the plan to the board showing wetland flag locationsI including an area with a 
potential vernal pool. jr. Allen discussed the replication area as well. jr. Allen stated 
on the southwesterly portion of the site the stream was flowing during both site 
evaluationsI and submitted stream stats showing documentation that in OMNP there were 
five days of dry channel conditions within the mapped perennial portion of the stream 
 
js. eershey stated she reviewed the wetlands with both jr. Allen and jr. iiddy. phe 
stated it appears additional work needs to be done in the replication area when the 
applicant comes before the commission 
 
A discussion was held with the boardI jr. iiddy and jr. Allen regarding the location of 
a culvertI and the replication area 
 
js. ayer discussed more information should be looked at when labeling streams 
perennial vs. intermittent 
 
js. eershey discussed there is a definitive channel that flows and suggested it could be 
labeled as intermittent. phe stated she feels the area was thoroughly looked at by both jr. 
Allen and jr. iiddyI and that a site visit should be set up by the commission 
 
jr. tiley asked for questions or comments from the audience. 
 
jr. a’AngeloI Covey od. stated the culvert on Covey od is sufficient in handling water 
flow. ee discussed one neighbor who has been experiencing water issues since the new 
wetland restoration though. 
 
jr. siano stated he is meeting with the neighbor to take a look at the backyard and the 
water issues. ee stated there are no structures thereI just boulders. 
 
jr. tiley discussed looking at the outflow in that area. 
 
jr. a’Angelo also stated that water is flowing in the stream V mos. out of the year 
 
jr. iiddy stated that there are a few areas where he and jr. Allen disagree onI and the 
commission can take a look. lther than that he stated he pretty much agrees with the 
findings of jr. Allen.

to the mlanning BoardI she noticed it does not show the vegetative swale which was 
approved by the conservation commission. js. eershey stated also that the wetland line 
needs to be shown correctly on the plan. fn reviewing the planI the commission would 
like to direct the owner that the dumpster needs to be moved away from the wetland lineI 
and put adjacent to the building. qhe commission said they will not approve the location 
of the dumpster as is.
